CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 

The total area of coni and green crops, including flax and 
fruit, amounted in 1916 to 2,400,356 acres as compared with 
2,404,281 acres in 1915, a decrease of 3,925 acres or 0-2 per 
cent. There is a decrease in Leinster of 11,941 acres or 1-9 
per cent., an increase in Munster of 67 acres or 0-0 per cent, 
an increase in Ulster of 10,280 acres or 1-1 per cent., and a 
decrease in Connaught of 2,331 acres or 0-8 per cent.

— There is a decrease of 10,092 acres or 11*7 per 
cent, in the total area under wheat. There are decreases of 
6,223 acres in Leinster, 2,418 acres in, Munster, 4,197 acres in 
Ulster, and an increase of 2,746 acres in Connaught. 
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^There is a decrease ol 17,071 acres or 1-6 per cent. 

in the total area under oats. There is a decrease of 7,784 acres 
in Leinster, an increase of 64 acres in Munster, a decrease of 
7 146 acres in Ulster, and a decrease of 2,205 acres in Connaught. 

Barley and Bere. — There is an increase of 8,477 acres or 6-0 
per cent, in the total area of barley and bere. There are in- 
creases of 6,046 acres in Leinster, 1,378 acres in Munster, 534 
acres in Ulster, and 519 acres in Connaught. 

gye. —There is a decrease of 831 acres or 11-2 per cent, in 
the total area of rye. There is an increase of 72 acres in Leinster, 
and there are decreases of 172 acres in Munster, 310 acres in 
Ulster, and 421 acres in Connaught. 

Beans and Peas. — ^There is a decrease of 66 acres or 5-4 per 
cent, in the total area of beaus and peas. The area of beans in 
1916 is 998 acres as compared with 1,032 acres in 1915, a 
decrease of 84 acres. The total area of peas in 1916 is 148 
acres as compared with 180 acres in 1915, a decrease of 32 
acres.

Potatoes.— The total area of potatoes in 1916 is 586,808 
acres as compared with 594,467 acres m 1915, a f °f 

8,159 acres or 1-4 per cent. There is a decrease of 686 acies 
in Leinster, an increase of 2,378 acres m Munster, a decrease ot 
9,432 acres in Ulster, and a decrease of 469 acres m Connaught. 

Turnips.— The total area of turnips in 1916 amounts to 
262,814 acres as compared with 265,122 acres in 
decrease of 2,308 acres or 0-9 per cent. There is an increase

of 369 acres in Leinster, an increase of 1,388 acres in Munster 
a decrease of 2,700 acres in Ulster, and a decrease of 1 ass

Mangels and Beet Boot.— The area of mangels and beet root 
in 1916 is 80,464 acres as compared with 82,728 acres in 1915— 
a decrease of 2,264 acres or 2-7 per cent. 

There is a decrease of 958 acres in Leinster, an increase of 
406 acres in Munster, a decrease of 745 acres in Ulster and 
decrease of 967 acres in Connaught. ’ ^ 

Cabbage.— The area of cabbage in 1916 is 34,309 acres as 
compared with 35,936 acres in 1915, a decrease of 1,627 acres 
or 4-5 per cent. There is a decrease of 313 acres in’ Leinster 
a decrease of 1,228 acres in Munster, a decrease of 207 acres in 
Ulster, and an increase of 116 acres in Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops.— The area under carrots has decreased 
by 36 acres, that under parsnips by 38 acres, that under vetches 
by 514 acres, and that under rape by 100 acres. Other Green 
Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among the foregoing 
show a decrease amounting to 7,289 acres. *’ 

FLAX. 

The area under flax is 91,454 acres in 1916 as compared with 
53,143 acres in 1915 — an increase of 38, 311 acres or 72-1 per cent. 
In Antrim there is an increase of 5,100 acres, in Armagh of 
4,556 acres, in Cavan of 523 acres, in Donegal of 4,317 acres 
in Down of 8,583 acres, in Fermanagh of 477 acres, in London- 
derry of 5,623 acres, in Monaghan of 1,926 acres, and in Tyrone 
of 5,680 acres. 


FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1916 at 15,567 acres as 
compared with 15,885 acres in 1915 — a decrease of 318 acres 
or 2-0 per cent. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area 
of corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by provinces : — 

In Leinster the area under corn crops decreased by 7,878 
acres. There is a decrease of 6,223 acres in wheat, and of 
7,784 acres in oats, and an increase of 6,046 acres in barley. 
In green crops there is a decrease of 4,267 acres. There is a 
decrease of 636 acres in potatoes, an increase of 359 acres in 
turnips, a decrease of 958 acres in mangel wurzel and beet root, 
and a decrease of 313 acres in cabbage. There is an increase 
of 229 acres in flax. The area under fruit shows a decrease 
of 25 acres. 
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In Munster the area under corn crops has decreased by 
1 151 acres. There is a decrease in wheat oi 2,418 acres, an 
increase in oats ol 64 acres, an increase in barley ol 1,378 acres, 
and a decrease in rye of 172 acres. In green crops there is an 
increase of 738 acres. There is an increase of 2,378 acres in 
potatoes, an increase of 1,388 acres in turnips, an increase of 
406 acres in mangels and beetroots, and a decrease of 1,223 
acres in cabbage. There is an increase of 314 acres in the area 
under flax, and a decrease of 34 acres in the area under fmit. 

In Ulster the aresE under corn crops has decreased by 11,191 
acres. There is a decrease of 4,197 acres in wheat, a decrease 
of 7,146 acres in oats, an increase of 534 acres in barley, and a 
decrease of 310 acres in rye. In green crops there is a decrease 
of 15,094 acres. Potatoes decreased by 9,432 acres, mangels 
and beetroot by 2,700 acres, turnips by 745 acres, and cabbage 
by 207 acres. 

The area under flax is returned in 1916 as 89,806 acres as 
compared with 52,521 acres in 1915, an increase of 36,785 
acres. In fruit there is a decrease of 220 acres. 

In Connaught the area under corn crops has increased by 
637 acres. There is an increase of 2,746 acres in wheat, a 
decrease of 2,205 acres in oats, an increase of 519 acres in 
barley and a decrease of 421 acres in rye. In green crops 
there is a decrease of 3,712 acres. There is a decrease of 469 
acres in potatoes, of 1,355 acres in turnips, of 967 acres in 
mangels and beetroot, and an increase of 116 acres in cabbage. 
Flax has increased by 783 acres, and fruit has decreased by 39 
acres.

PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,439,709 acres in 1916, as compared with 12,353,124 acres 
in 1915 — an increase of 86,585 acres. When considering these 
figures of pasture area it should be remembered always that 
there are certain areas which it is difficult to classify, and 
which one year may be returned as ‘‘ grazed ” land, and another 
year may be returned as turf bog or barren mountain ; but 
the grazing value of these areas is small. The important 
increase or decrease in pasture is best measured by the extent 
to which the area of crops and of hay has decreased ox increased, 
for in such a statistical inquiry as is being dealt with here 
the extent of the area under crops can be more exactly deter- 
mined than the area of grazing land.

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Horses, Mules, Asses. — The total number of Iiorses has 
increased by 38,061. There is an increase in Leinster ol 8,709, 
in Munster of 12,705, in Ulster of 12,405, and in Connaught 
of 4,872. The total number of mules and jennets has decreased 
by 571. The number ol asses has increased by 2,591. 


Cattle. — The total number ol cattle .shows an increase of 
126 , 646 . There is an increase in Leinster of 33,209, in Munster 
of 53,159, in Ulster of 28,403, and in Connaught of 16,875. 


(1) The number of milch cows, including heifers-iu-calf, is 

I, 611,697, showing an increase of 18,605 as compared with 
1915. There are increases in Leinster of 7,108, in Mun.ster of 

II, 177, in Ulster of'1,832, and a decrease in Connaught of 1,512. 

(2) As regards other cattle there is an increase of 12,527 in 
calves, of 56,454 in cattle one year old and under two years, 
and of 40,060 in cattle (including bulls) two years old and 
upwards. The number of calves show increases in Leinster, 
and Munster, and decreases in Ulster and Connaught, The 
increase in the number of the remainder of the cattle is general 
throughout the four provinces. 


Sbeep.— The total number of sheep is returned in 1916 at 
3,763,705, being an increase of 163,638 as compared with 1915. 
There are increases amounting to 46,078 in Leinster, 27,998 in 
Munster, 21,833 in Ulster, and 67,734 in Connaught. 


Pigs. — Xhe total number of pigs has increased by 85,040. 
There are increases of 14,807 in Leinster, 38,514 in lilunstei , 
11,237 in Ulster, and 20,482 in Connaught. 


Goats. — There is an increase of 50,819 in the number of gcat.s. 
This large increase is attributable to the fact of a detailed classi- 
fication of goats having been introduced in the returns this year 
resultmg in a more complete enumeration of kids. There are 
increases of 10,711 in Leinster, 16,181 in Munster, 15,681 in 
Ulster, and 8,296 in Connaught. 

Poultry. — ^The number of poultry returned in 1916 amount.s 
to 26,472,758 as compared with 26,088,807 in 1915, showing 
an increase of 883,946. In Leinster the number returned is 
5,023,743, in Munster 6.156,205, in Ulster 10,056,218, and m 
Connaught 5,236,587. There is a decrease of 156,021 m 
Leinster ; while there are increases of 50,790 in Munster. 
189,918 in Ulster, and 299,259 in Connaught.
